EASTER MESSAGES Easter, so what ? 


Rev. Dr. B. R. Schwarz 


Such were the words flung at me recently by a non-christian and this opened the 
way to a discussion of the Haster Celebration of the Church. Christmas is the 
Church's celebration of the beginning of God's revelation of Himself to mankind 
through Jesus, the Christ, Good Friday marks the apparent end of this by the 
Cross on Calvary, and Easter marks a new stage in God's Revelation to man. So 
central is this in Protestantiom that the bare Cross is the customary symbol 
used in the Church. 

nuke 25-24 we read how Jesus was executed on the Friday and, because the Lay 
forbade that a corpse be handled on the Sabbath (Saturday) or that it be Left 
unberied, Jesus was hastily placed in a tomb and left till Sundi 
Paration, they found Jesus gone. 

For 1900 years the unsympathic, the cynical, the skeptical, and the hostile have 
shrugged their shoulders and asked, "So what?" A few women went to a tomb and 
found it open (fact), they found the body gone (fact), they talked with two in- 
dividuals (fact), from this they were convinced that Jesus was not dead (opinion 
based on heresay), they spread this opinion anong the disciples (this waa feedily 
gocepted), and Peter went to check for himself (fact) and vent avay wonlering, 
From this they go on to reject the event as fanciful, or they see the event os 
spiritual” rather than “fleshly” in meaning or they consider the later appear 
ances of Jesus as subjective imaginings. 
Whatever they do, however, they cannot change the fact that the followers of 
Jesus moved out of the despair of Good Friday into boundless confidence thet, haa 
Sent thea across continents, that has led then to challenge pagan amt hostile 
Taare lenders and intellectuals and to attempt the evangelism of the world asd 
this hes continued to the present. This has come about because the Resurrection 
nas changed life in three major areas - first, Man's Situat on in Life; people 
feel a sense of futility vhe,

‘tom but the resurrection point man toward eternity and endless new horizons; 
People are subject to bitterness but the resurrection points to a time beyond 
Pain and failure when God's Purposes shall be fulfilled and people are tormented 
by injustice, the false accusation, the unfair word, the betrayal by friends but 
the resurrection points to a balancing of the scales despite man's use of crows 
of thorns, purple robe and sceptres made of reeds. The resurrection testifies 
to a world that will not be ruled by futility, bitterness or injuatic 

Second, Man's Attitudes in Life; We like to live in a neat closed system of life 
in which our ways and values reign, we like to ignore death because it is beyond 
our control. On this basis we see men strive for power, wealth, influence and 
"success". They feel that if they don't "nake it” now, they never will. The 
Tesurrection corrects this attitude by placing this life in the role of prepar- 
ation for eternity. The resurrection carries us from perplexity through fear to 
confidence. 

And third, Men's Unders: of Life; the resurrection ends the view of men 
that life ie an ordeal that will mercifully end in a box under six feet of ground 
because it witnesses to the failure of the grave to defeat God's purposes in 
Jesus Christ; nor does it allow men to be frivolous about life. Life is worth 
while and serious preparation for eternity. This understanding of life, as I 
it, offers hope and value that neither the libertine nor the despairing can ever 
match.
